
THE NORTH PACIFIC TRADING 
& PACKING COMPANY 

by Kaye Dethridge 
from an old issue of METCA 
date unknown 

The North Pacific Trading & Pack¬ 
ing Co. of Klawock was incorporated 
in 1879 under California law. The 
firm of Sisson & Wallace saw the 
possibilities of the salmon industry. At the time, the site was owned by a George 
Hamilton who had a trading post and small salmon processing operation. This 
operation started about ten years before the sale to Sisson & Wallace. 

The cannery burned in 1899 and was rebuilt across the bay. Mr. Sisson died around 
1915 In 1929 Libby bought the cannery. The operation today (ed note: circa 1980) 
is known as Southeast Seafoods. 

The following item appeared in the “Alaska Sentinel Wrangell” of November 26, 
1908: “All persons having any of the alu min um checks issued by the North Pacific 
Trading & Packing Company of Klawock, Alaska are hereby notified to send or 
present same to the office of this company at Klawock for redemption before Janu¬ 
ary 1, 1909 as no more of these checks will be issued.” Signed H.F. Swift, Supt. 

The $1 token is brass incuse and 32mm by 35mm. The one in my collection was 
found in 1968 in Old Tuxekan about 25 miles from Klawock. This token was picked 
up in the course of planting a garden. Old Tuxekan was the site of a saltery and 
Indian village. 

There is also 500 token that is 28mm brass.

I let my membership to the Token & Medal Society 
lapse this year, and wouldn’t you know it, they actu¬ 
ally had an article of interest. Bob Lyall in England 
saw it and started hunting these down. 

After several emails and inconclusive answers, when 
he was about to give up, these showed up in his mail 
box. 

The building housing the bar dates back to at least 1878. 
Donald John McLeod was the owner of the building. 
Bill Jones suggested they convert the building to a bar. 
The first license for the Victory Bar was issued to Bill 
Jones on October 14, 1946. The name of the bar is de¬ 
rived from victory in World War II. Subsequent own¬ 
ers were Cyril Bets (1957), Mally Betts (1962), Jimmy 
Watson (1963), Jimmy Clifton (1964), Chris Jacobsen 
(1970), Jimmy Jacobsen (1973), Renald Reid (1980), 
Vivian Perkins (1982) and Alastair Jacobsen (1984). It 
is a family run establishment with Ally and his wife 
Chris, and their daughters Tanzi and Chris holding down 
the fort. 

Its location is just two blocks up from the waterfront, 
just up Philomel St. from the jetty. The “Vic” caters to 
the locals, and also serves the tourist trade that comes 
to Stanley and the Falklands, mainly by cruise ship.

Unfortunately, the owners cannot remember why they 
issued the tokens, or how they were used. Obviously, 
they are no longer in use. They currently use 
“Wallycards” (there goes that wascally wabbit again). 


The cards are pre-paid cards, and in return for prepay¬ 
ment, a percentage bonus is added. 

The tokens that Bob sent me are all “brand new,” not 
dingy as one would expect had they been used. Per¬ 
haps they ran afoul of some local Falklands ordinance.
